EUROPE 


BEGINNING 
OF   THE   19tk  CENTURY 

Great  changes  in  women's  dress  came  in 
with  the  nineteenth  century.  The  fashion 
that  took  its  cue  from  Greek  and  Roman 
dress  broke  the  last  link  with  the  past. 
Costumes  were  worn  very  close-fitting  and 
draped  in  the  ancient  style,  showing  the 
wearer's  figure  very  plainly.  The  waist 
was  worn  just  below  the  breasts,  and  the 
effect  was  completed  with  a  very  long  scarf 
thrown  over  the  shoulders.  Women  did  not 
hesitate  to  wear  their  hair  short  and  curled, 
in  combination  with  beaded  turbans  and 
torsades.  The  hats,  either  of  straw  or 
material,  generally  had  ribbons  tied  under 
the  chin,  and  were  worn  very  low  over  the 
forehead  but  showing  the  back  of  the  neck.
